Balkan 
Plenipotentiaries 
at 
London 


Appoint Committee to Draw Up Note 


Demanding Surrender of Adrianople 


and Aegean Islands as an Indispen­ 


sable Condition to Term inating the 


W ar. 


London, Jan. 27.— The Balkan pleni­ 
potentiaries, who have received full 
powers from their respective govern­ 
ments, appointed a committee to draft 
a note to the Turkish plenipotentiaries 
explaining why the peace conference 
must now be considered broken oft'. 
This action of the allies is part of a 
series of well considered forms of pres­ 
sure with which the Balkan delegates 
hope to obtain their object without re­ 
suming the war. 


I he meeting lasted for an hour and 
a half and the course to be followed 
was given earnest consideration. Two 
distinct views were manifested—one 
for the immediate rupture of the ne­ 
gotiations, leading to a resumption of 
the war, and the other favoring a tem­ 
porizing policy, In order to avoid ir­ 
revocable steps. 
The latter course 
triumphed and a committee was ap­ 
pointed, 
consisting of 
one 
member 
from each delegation. 
(General lines were laid down on 
which the note is to be drafted, com­ 
prising the 
arguments 
already 
set 
forth many times as to why the league 
demands the surrender of Adrianople 
and the Aegean Islands as an indis­ 
pensable condition to the conclusion 
of peace. 
That the policy of the allies is -to 
gain time is patent and does not de­ 
ceive anybody. 
The delegates decided 
that the advantages to be derived from 
the resumption of hostilities 
would 
not be in proportion to the risks they 
ran and that they would not take that 
step unless absolutely forced to do so. 
It is realized that even a partial re­ 
verse would have grave moral and ma­ 
terial consequences, apart from the 
loss of thousands of men. 
In addition the fact is not overlooked 
that there is danger of Rum ania ad­ 
vancing from the rear and of Austria 
imposing on Servla and Montenegra 
her conditions for remaining neutral. 
The only disadvantage in delaying de­ 
cisive action is in keeping large armies 
Inactive and on a war footing for a 
long time. thus heavily taxing both 
the financial and agricultural resources 
of the countries.

visions of the treaty is that com­ 
pelling the free interchange of com­ 
munications between ships and coast 
stations employing different systems 
of radio appliances. W ith the Titanic 
disaster fresh in the minds of the 
delegates all opposition to this doc­ 
trine faded.

have given serious and critical con­ 
sideration of the social evil with a 
view toward its humane and scien­ 
tific abatement is John D. Rockefel­ 
ler, Jr. 
E v e r since he sat as foreman 
of the grand jury in New York about 
two years ago Mr. Rockefeller has 
been keenly interested in discovering 
a sensible 
plan 
for curtailing 
the 
w hite slave traffic. 
He was largely 
Instrumental, 
both 
financially 
and 
personally, in the organization of the 
bureau of social hygiene, started with 
the deep and earnest purpose of thor­ 
oughly investigating the present con­ 
ditions of the social evil and of erad­ 
icating them in so far as possible. 
Mr. Rockefeller 
now 
makes 
public 
the following interesting and Impor­ 
tant statement as to the origin, work 
and plans of the bureau: 
"T he bureau of social hygiene came 
into existence about two years ago as 
a result of the work of the special 
grand jury appointed to investigate 
the white slave traffic in New York 
city, which served during the first 
half of the year 1910. 
One of the rec­ 
ommendations made by it in the pre­ 
sentment handed up at the term ina­ 
tion of its labors was that a public 
commission be appointed to study the 
social evil. Tho foreman of that boby 
subsequently gave careful considera­ 
tion of the character of the work 
which 
might 
properly be 
done by 
such a commission and the lim ita­ 
tions undei which it would operate. 
“ So the conviction grew that in or­ 
der to make a real and lasting improve­ 
ment in conditions a permanent or­ 
ganization should be created, the con­ 
tinuation of which would not be de­ 
pendent upon a temporary wave of re­ 
form nor upon the life of any man or 
group of men, but which would go on, 
generation after generation, continu­ 
ously 
making 
warfare 
against 
the | 
forces of evil.

the reformatory.

Kneeland, who had directed the Chi­

Since that time Mr. Kneeland, with a 
corps of assistants, has been making 
a thorough and comprehensive survey 
of the conditions of vice in New York 
city. 
"A t the same time the bureau was 
fortunate in securing the services of 
Abraham Flexner, whose reports on 
the medical schools in this country find 
in Europe are so well known, to study 
the social evil and the various meth­ 
ods of dealing with it In the leading 
cities of Europe. 
"Based upon all of these studies 
which will probably be published by 
December of this year, it is the hope

WILSON AGGRESSES 
SOCIAMWORKERS 


Newspapsr Men Barred Flan 


Private Gathering. 


Hoboken, N. J., Jan . 27.— President 
Elect W ilson addressed a private gath­ 
ering of prominent social workers at 
the home of Mrs. Caroline B. Alexan­ 
der, where he and his fam ily were 
week end guests. 
In a statement given out by Mrs. A l­ 
exander, setting forth Governor W il­ 
son’s remarks, he is quoted as declar­ 
ing that, in forwarding the movement 
for a national bureau of health, it was 
desirable to remove the impression 
that the government expected to set 
up “ a medical trust.” 
The governor is reported as having 
said that there was no intention to 
put any sc hool of medicine in charge 
of national health projects, but that 
all schools of medicine should work 
in harmony on the question of sani­ 
tation, which he considered most im­ 
portant. 
Several speeches were 
made, em­ 
bracing Immigration, child labor, pris­ 
on contract labor, workmen’s compen­ 
sation and industrial relations.

BL F. Shaw. 
The deputy sheriff went 
to Brainerd Friday and served papers 
on the attorney who agreed to appear 
before the court here Saturday after­ 
noon. 
While Judge Shaw was In Balti­ 
more, where he was called by the 
doath of his father, two letters were 
received at his office from Attorney 
Barron. 
The Brainerd attorney had 
charge of the claim of ll. H. Baker 
of Brainerd against the estate of Chas. 
G. Mooers and expressed himself at 
some length upon the discourteous 
treatm ent which he claimed to have 
received from the local official be­ 
cause of a failure to answer his let­ 
ters.

Proposed Bill Pays no Regard to the 
Cost of Producing Shipping- 
Ore 
Representative Bjorge, 
of 
Hecker 
county, has again introduced in the 
House tha t pernicious, unjust, time­ 
worn tonnage tax bill. 
Representa­ 
tive Frankson, of Fillmore county, is 
the associate author. 
All citizens of Northern Minnesota 
surely recall the memorable event of 
1908, when, by a flood of telegrams, 
they prevailed upon their immortal 
Governor Johnson to veto th a t bi 
after it had passed both house and 
senate. 
In 1910 the same bill reap­ 
peared, introduced by Bjorge, and ti 
became one of tile 
worst 
weapons 
Against the reapportionment meas­ 
ure. 
And now it has been introduced 
again by this same man. 
Who ran 
detect its poison this time? 
The essence of the bill is tha t ail 
iron ore properties shall be assessed 
by the assessors, as heretofore, ex­ 
cept when a property becomes a mine 
and ships at least 2000 long tons of 
iron ore, whereupon a tax of 2c, 3c, 
4c or 50 shall be levied upon each ton 
snipped 
The amount levied shall de­ 
pend on the iron content, beginning 
with 49 per cent in iron, dried at 212 
degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
(The 
expres­ 
sion “ dried at 212 degrees F.” gives 
m e analyses which one sees on ex­ 
ploration blue prints.) 
The moneys 
raised by this tax are all paid into 
the state treasury. 
If iron ores were taxed on the basis 


Gf cost and output, ana m e moneys 
returned to the counties wherein tho 
ores are produced, th at w'ould be the 
proper and just metnod of taxation. 
Mining men would hail w’itu delight 
such a method, and all citizens w’ould 
be proud of the justice done. 
B ut 
this is not the case with the proposed 
bill. 
The produced bill pays no regard to 
the cost of producing shipping ores. 
An open pit mine could certainly boar 
a greater proportion of a tax than an 
underground mine; a dry mine more 
than a wet mine; and a mfe mine 
more than one in treacherous ground. 
There is no regard taken of Besse­ 
mer or non-Bessemer grades, the for­ 
mer always selling for at least 50c 
P-r tor. more th an the latter. 
ri he 
Cuyuna ores are, therefore, brought 
to a par with Mesabl ores. 
The worst feature 
is 
th a t 
the 
moneys collected are not returned to 
the county from which the ore is 
shipped, but go into the state treas­ 
ury. 
The money collected by ta x a­ 
tion on good, grain-producing land 
in Fillmore county stays in Fillmore 
county, but money collected by ta xa­ 
tion upon iron mines in Crow Wing 
county does not stay in Crow Wing 
county, and 1b most likely, in part, 
to find its way into Fillmore.
